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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 17-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for the first compound for treating alopecia or 
promoting hair growth, does not reasonably provide enablement for the second 
compound for treating alopecia or promoting hair growth. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. Applicants 
argue in the Remarks of May 17, 2004 that it "may or may not be present in an effective 
amount." This raises the issue that if it is not present in an effective amount for treating 
alopecia or for promoting hair growth then the composition is not enabled for its 
intended use. 

Claims 17-32 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear if the second compound is provided in an effective amount. 
Applicants argue in the Remarks of May 17, 2004 that it "may or may not be present in 
an effective amount." This is not persuasive. If it is not present in an effective amount 
to treat alopecia or promote, then is it not clear why it is recited in the claim. 

In view of the amendment to claim 17 the remaining earlier rejections under 35 
USC 112, paragraph two are withdrawn. 
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Conclusion 

In view of the cancellation of claim 33 the earlier rejection under 35 USC 1 02(b) 
is withdrawn. 

In view of the abandonment of 09/784,174 the earlier provisional rejection under 
the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting is withdrawn. 

It is noted that the examiner called the attorney for the applicants on July 28, 
2004 and proposed amending claim 17 to recite "a second compound in an effective 
amount..." in order to put the application in condition for allowance. However, on 
August 1 1 , 2004 the attorney for the applicants informed the examiner that he had not 
received a response from the applicants about the proposal. 

Applicant's argument in the Remarks of May 17, 2004 necessitated the new 
ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS
